Samuel Edsall (1805-1865) settled here in 1824, 
becoming a pioneer miller. In 1842, he and William 
Rockhill established two band sawmills, operated 
with water power from the canal. A year later he 
opened the famous Edsall-Orff stone mill. 


Mr. Edsall was one of the builtlers of the first court-: 
house in 1831; built the second courthouse in 
‘1847; and the third in 1858. He was associated with 
his brothers, William S. and Simon, in the construc- 
tion of the Wabash Railroad through Fort Wayne. 
Another brother, John, was a pioneer tailor here. 
The Edsalls were prominently identified with Fort 
Wayne's early development.

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William Edsall lived only two years more; his 
ıneral was held in the east parlor. 

But when he died on March 13, 1876, he once 
gain was broke.

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In 1887, the Edsall property again became a 
private home, for the Antrup family, until 1907. 
In succeeding years, the additions to the house 
were purchased or rented for various uses, and 
from 1907 to 1916, the main house was rented as 
apartments.

On the day after one “grand-opening,” Samuel 
Foster recalled that “before any arrangements 
could be made for their reception, Dr. Myers 
ushered in five surgical cases (patients) from out 
of the city.

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“How many assistants do you have here, Father? Ihe 
question came from a longtime acquaintance, a profession- 
al woman who remembered me froma parish I had served 
some years ago. We were enjoying a magnificent potluck 
luncheon that Our Lady of Good Hope’s Women’s Club had 
put together for a recent funeral we had helped celebrate. 

“Three and a half,” I answered almost without thinking, 
surprised at myself for no longer think- 
ing of associate pastors exclusively as 
priests. Friends within earshot looked 
surprised when I added that I was the 
only priest assigned to the parish. 

Some weeks ago Sue Freiburger 
wrote an article in this space, an up- 
beat inside look at her role as a lay suc- 
cessor to that vanishing institution, the , 

ordained associate, who is already 
more likely to be seen in a Bing Crosby | 
rerun than in the flesh. If you caught é : 
Sue’s column, it may mean something to you if I introduce 
myself as Sue Freiburger’s pastor. 





NOT THAT I’M at all inclined to give up on the priest- 
hood. Far from it! I agree with recent Harmonizer editori- 
als on lay initiative and the need to see today’s incredible 
shrinking clergy as more of a challenge than a problem. 
Over many centuries clergy have taken over most of the 
lay ministries in addition to their own. Today’s apparent 
shortage of clerical vocations may be God’s way of telling 
us it’s time to restore the original order. 

The question is not so much how to stretch older priests 
and recruit new ones as how to tap the treasure lode of lay 
talent all around us so lay workers and clergy can learn to 
help each other by doing what each does best. Then the old- 
er priests won’t wear out so fast and the young ones won't 
burn out at all. Naturally the spectacle of all these happy 
priests doing only what they were meant to do and loving it 
will attract new candidates — some of them married, some 
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but that’s another column or six! 


SOME OF THAT RESTORATION has begun. In parishes 
within our own diocese or not far beyond its borders, lay 
leadership is emerging in dramatic ways. 


Seminary training, ordination and a letter of appoint- 
ment from the bishop may make a good priest a pastor, but 
not automatically a good manager, a skilled spiritual direc- 
tor, a gifted visitor of the sick, a competent liturgist, 
church musician, maintenance engineer or bulletin editor. 
Yet these gifts surely exist in any body of people the size of 
the average parish. Scripture and documents agree with 
common sense and the voice of experience here. But how 
do we surface, polish and utilize these God-given talents in 


the local church? 


FOR A FRESH INSIGHT into what the parish of the 
future might be like, may I recommend a hefty manual 
available from our diocesan Religious Education resource 
centers in both ends of the diocese? Not exactly easy read- 
ing, it is an organizational psychologist’s distillation of 
years of tough experimentation in a large number of mid- 
west parishes struggling to follow the directions the church 
has taken since Vatican II. 

Robert Newsome’s ‘‘The Ministering Parish, Methods 
and Procedures for Pastoral Organization” (Paulist, 
101pp., $7.95), tackles such issues as the parish council and 
the various levels of professional and volunteer staff. 
Newsome and his pastoral colleagues vindicate the parish 
as the ideal structure for delivery of what the Church of- 
fers. One of my lay staffers discovered this book and now 
some parishioners are buying it in self defense. 

How far we’ve come, how much farther we have to go, 
and what a thrilling journey it is!

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Vatican: No priest, no

WASHINGTON (NC) — The Vatican’s 
Congregation for. the Doctrine of the 
Faith has condemned as ‘‘absolutely in- 
compatible with the faith’’ any view hold- 
ing that the Eucharist can be celebrated 
without a sacramentally ordained priest. 

The condemnation, in the form of a 
letter to the world’s bishops, seemed to 
be directed chiefly at the views Belgian- 
born Dominican Father Edward 
Schillebeeckx expressed in his recent 
book, ‘‘Ministry: Leadership in the Com- 
munity of Jesus Christ.” The letter did 
not, however, cite Father Schillebeeckx 
or any other theologians by name as 
proponents of the condemned views. 

“Since it is of the very nature of the 
Church that the power to consecrate the 
Eucharist is imparted only to the bishops 
and priests who are constituted its minis- 
ters by the reception of Holy Orders, the 
Church holds that the eucharistic mystery 
cannot be celebrated in any community 
except by an ordained priest, as expressly 
taught by the Fourth Lateran Council” in 
the year 1215, the papally approved docu- 
ment said. 

The doctrinal congregation’s new docu- 
ment was released Sept. 8 at the Vatican 
and simultaneously in Washington by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


TITLED “LETTER to the Bishops of 
the Catholic Church on Certain Questions 
Concerning the Minister of the Eucha- 
rist,’’ it is dated Aug. 6 and signed by the 
doctrinal congregation’s prefect, Cardinal 
Joseph Ratzinger, and secretary, Arch- 
bishop Jerome Hamer. 

The text of the letter states that Pope 
Paul II approved it and ordered its 





In conjunction with distribution of the 
letter in the United States, the NCCB’s 
Committee on Doctrine sent the nation’s 
bishops a 46-page commentary on Father 
Schillebeeckx’ views on ministry and the 
Eucharist, including published critiques 
of the Dominican’s position by three theo- 
logians. 

Archbishop John R. Quinn of San Fran- 
cisco, who is chairman of the NCCB Com- 
mittee on Doctrine; also issued a pastoral 
letter on the question for his own archdio- 
cese, and copies of it were sent by the 
NCCB to all the bishops in the country. 

In his letter Archbishop Quinn said that

the doctrinal congregation’s statement is 
an occasion ‘‘to renew and deepen our 
conviction about the central importance 
of the priesthood’ in the life of the 
Church. 


IT IS ALSO A challenge “to pray for 
vocations to the priesthood so that all the 
other ministries and charisms in the 
Church may be nourished and energized’’ 
by the priestly ministries of preaching 
God’s word and celebrating the Eucha- 
rist, he said. 

Msgr. Richard Malone, executive direc- 
tor of the NCCB Committee on Doctrine, 
in the materials sent to the U.S. bishops 
summarized the Schillebeeckx thesis on 
ordained ministry and the Eucharist this 
way: ‘‘The election and recognition by 
the community is decisive. The laying on 
of hands (of sacramental ordination) is 
only secondary.” 

Father Schillebeeckx, recently retired 
professor of theology at the University of 
Nijmegen in the Netherlands, argued in 
his book that as far as the New Testa- 
ment is concerned, a Christian communi- 
ty faced with no eucharistic president 
could have chosen one of its members to 
preside at the Eucharist without requir- 
ing the laying on of hands by a bishop. 

The doctrinal congregation’s letter said 
the view ‘‘that the power to confect the 
sacrament of the Eucharist is not neces- 
sarily connected with sacramental ordina- 
tion...is absolutely incompatible with the 
faith as it has been handed down.’ 


THE REASON THIS view is wrong, it 
said, is that ‘‘not only does it deny the 
power conferred on priests but it under- 
mines the entire apostolic structure of 
the Church and distorts the sacramental 
economy of salvation itself.” 

“The apostolicity of the Church does 
not mean that all believers are apostles, 
not even in a collective sense and no

Bloodshed was only avoided when 
Indian Agent Tipton finally stepped 
forward to start the whole process 
over again. Pandemonium broke out 
when one of the traders snatched 
several bags of gold and ran into the 
woods; followed by the howling fur- 
traders, the enraged Pottawatomis, 
and a startled Indian Agent, the man 
took refuge in a local cabin, and only 
gave up the money when threatened 
by dozens of muskets. 

So Bar had the Ewings be- 
come in the fur 
trade, which in 
the 1830s was 
largely stirred 
by the great 
popularity of 
raccoon pelts in 
the fashion 
world, that they 
engaged in a ver- 
itable trade war 
with the power- 
ful Astor com- 
pany. The Ew- 
ings, in fact, vowed in 1838 to carry 
on the conflict as a “war of extermi- 
nation” of their competitors. 

The stakes were high. Even as late 
as 1840 just a few months’ catch of 
furs in the Ewings’ Fort Wayne store 
alone was worth $40,000, a princely 
sum at that time. The “war” went on 
until 1843, and in the end the Astor 
company, for many reasons, lost in 
the struggle. 

As fur trading declined, the Ew- 
ings turned to land and to the busi- 
ness of Indian removal. Their land 
speculations in Chicago and in St.

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Louis especially earned them mil- 
lions. 

The Ewing name is least revered 

among the Pottawatomi Indians. 
Even today in southern Michigan 
Indian faces will scowl at the men- 
tion of the name Ewing. In the 1840s 
the U.S. government put into effect 
a policy of “removing” the Indians 
from the five states of the Old 
Northwest Territory (Michigan, In- 
diana, Illinois, Wisconsin, and Ohio) 
to lands in the underdeveloped west 
(Kansas and Oklahoma). Because 
the government had no agency to 
carry out this removal on its own, it 
contracted with private interests to 
do the work. The going rate was $55 
per Indian delivered to western res- 
ervations; all expenses for food and 
clothing for one year had to be paid 
out of this allowance. The contrac- 
tor’s profit came from the savings on 
these costs. In this pathetic episode 
the Ewings played a large role, espe- 
cially in the deportation of the Pot- 
tawatomis in Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota. . 
Nevertheless, the Ewings did 
much to make possible the success- 
ful growth of Fort Wayne. In the 
years after the closing of the fort in 
1819, the sole attraction at the 
Three Rivers was the government 
annuity payments to the Indians of 
the region. There was little agricul- 
ture and no industry. Fur traders 
like Samuel Hanna, Francis Compa- 
ret, and the Ewing brothers made it 
possible for the community to sur- 
vive through the 1820s, 1830s and 
1840s.

WASHINGTON — It was a capital affair. 

Luci Baines Johnson was there. Former Sen. 
J. William Fulbright was there. Former members 
of the Johnson administration, like Joseph Cali- 
fano and Stuart Eizenstat, were there. So were 
power groupies like David Susskind. 

They all turned out for a nostalgic trip into 
the past, back to the days of Vietnam, civil rights, 
stolen elections and American blood on Ameri- 
can streets. 

“Lyndon,” a one-man show starring Jack 
Klugman as the 36th president of the United 
States, opened a 16-week national tour here Feb. 
2: 

It: is a rosy-hued theatrical portrait, soft, 
fuzzy, tracing Johnson’s rise from the shoeshine 
days of his Texas boyhood to the highest elective 
office in the land. For two hours, Johnson remi- 
nisces about his long career. Now sitting at his 
desk before a bank of telephones, now pacing 
across the stage, now standing at a podium 
speaking directly to the audience, Johnson re- 
counts the epic events of his career: elections, the 
Kennedy assassination, the war, the decision not 
run a second term. 

James Prideaux’s play, based on the biogra- 
phy by Merle Miller, plays Johnson for laughs 
and sentiment, and the opening-night audience 
was more than willing to chuckle and sob. 

They laughed at Johnson’s 1948 Senate race, 
which he won on the strength of 200 stolen votes. 
Johnson says archly in the play that the other fel- 
low stole more votes. 

They laughed when Johnson likened the Gulf 
of Tonkin resolution to “Grandma’s nightgown 
— it covered everything.” He used the resolution 
to wage war in Southeast Asia by presidential fiat 
without an official declaration from Congress. 

They cried when Johnson was trapped in a 
White House surrounded by demonstrators 
chanting, “Hey, hey, LBJ, how many kids did

you kill today?” 

They believed when Johnson said, “Goddamn 
war! I’m a decent man, and I’ve got moral values. 
... If I’m wrong, then I’ve been led down the gar- 
den path” by advisers. 

This is Washington, where memories are 
short, hearts are big — or at least pliable — and 
the Democratic Party is out of power and in need 
of a lift, any kind of a lift. 

“Everybody has a different view of the man, 
Klugman said recently during an interview. “I 
met a doctor who treated him quite often.

He 
was a director of the Fort Wayne Gas Co., and presi- 
dent of the Bluffton Gravel Road Co. He owned 
1,000 acres of improved land in Allen, rnin ain, 
Wells and Marshall counties. 


Mr. Ferguson and his wife, Eliza, were members of:

Casper Melchior Fleck, was born in » Wurttemberg 
Germany, February'8, 1894, the son of Joseph and Ursula (App) 
Fleck, natives of Germany. He came to America when he was 
about thirteen years old, and lived with the Gregory App 
family in Fort Wayne, Indiana, who was his his uncle, until 
he went off to school to be a Catholic priest. We think it 
may have been Saint Mainrod's, in southern Indiana. Mrs. 
Frances (App) Rondot, recalls a picture of Casper in his 
cassock. The presumtion is that he left the seminary because 
of tuberculosis, as he was at The Irene Byron Sanitarium for 
several years. The Fort Wayne City Directory lists him as 
boarding at Gregory App home and working at Western Gas 
Construction Co., in I9IO. He also worked at General Electric 
Co, 

A handed down story told of him going with a neighbor girl, 
and all at once he left for Texas with Anthony Kuehner, on 
there motorcycles, and Casper wound.up in Oklahoma City, 
hopping off a freight train near the Dixon farm, south east 
of the city. 

Casper worked on the farm and eventually married the farmers 
daughter, Miss Agnes Vera Dixon, in I9I8. They lived at the 
Dixon farm for a while, then moved to a farm in south eastern 
Oklahoma, where they raised cattle. The depression of the 
thirty's and drought of several years, brought on hard times 
and caused the family to move back to the Oklahoma City area. 
There he worked for the Oklahoma Gas and Electric Co., a 
number of years, 

Mr. & Mrs. Fleck, raised a family of six children, Joseph R. 
Casper M.; James C.; Frances; Ellen; and Marjorie, 

Mrs. Fleck, was born at the Dixon farm 9-I4-I894, the 
daughter of Francis Hansen and Agnes (Cöle) Dixon, early 
residents of Oklahoma City. She died II-IO-I960, leaving her 
husband and children to mourn her passing. After a life of 
hard outdoor work Casper died II-7-1976, in Shawnee, Oklahoma 
at the age of 82 years. 

Casper's parents, Joseph and Ursula Fleck, both died in 
Germany in I9I4. 

Additional research by the Fleck children will be necessary 
to complete this history.

John Francis Hamtramck, the 
man who named Fort Wayne, was a 
valued officer who nevertheless 
failed to gain the full recognition of 
his superiors. The highest promo- 
tions did not come to Hamtramck, it 
seems, partly because of his looks; it 
was Washington himself who noted 
that he was not at all impressed with 
Hamtramck’s short, stocky features. 
Only 5-feet-3, Hamtramck was once 
likened to “a frog on horseback,” 
and Washington thought “that a 
man of more dignified character 
should be employed.” 

But Hamtramck was clearly a 
most capable soldier. Born in 1756 in 
Quebec of Luxembourg parents, 
Hamtramck distinguished himself 
in the Revolutionary War. The com- 
mander of Fort Pitt (1765) and 
builder/commander of Fort Knox 
and Fort Steuben (Steubenville, 
Ohio), Hamtramck was a stern offi- 
cer. 

The command at Fort Wayne was 
given in recognition of his bravery at 
the Battle of Fallen Timbers, but it 
was a troubled command. The six 
companies left at Fort Wayne with 
Hamtramck in the winter of 1794-95 
suffered greatly from the cold, hun- 
ger and desperate boredom of the 
place. Supplies dwindled; livestock 
was stolen and slaughtered. Cavalry 
horses died at the rate of three a day. 
Hamtramck complained: “I have 
flogged them (the soldiers) until I 
am tired. The economical allowance 
of 100 lashes, allowed by the govern- 
ment, does not appear a sufficent in- 
ducement for a rascal to act the part 
of an honest man.” 

Hamtramck was given command 
of Detroit in 1796, and then, in 1801, 
the “Department of the Lakes” as a 
major district. He died in 1803 at 47. 


By 1798, only four years after the 
opening of the first American fort, a 
new one was begun on a different 
site under the command of Col. 
Thomas Hunt. It was during his tour 
of duty at the fort that his wife bore 
the first non-Indian child born in 
Fort Wayne. Not completed until 
1800, the fort was built at the pre- 
sent-day location of the No. 1 Fire 
Station on East Main Street. Again, 
the young engineer John Whistler 
directed the construction. 

It was this structure that with- 
stood the hardships of the Indian 
wars that erupted between 1800 and 
1812 because of white encroach- 
ments on Indian lands, the disinte- 
gration of native culture and the 
goading of the British. It was during 
these years that the first Indian 
agency, under William Wells, was 
opened, and Quakers sought to bring 
farming to the tribes of the Three 
Rivers.

Whistler was an extraordinary 
man. Born in Northern Ireland in 
1758, he joined the British army in 
1776 to fight the American colonists. 
But he was captured in 1777 when 
Gen. Burgoyne surrendered to the 
Americans after the Battle of Sara- 
toga. Whistler was pardoned and 
sent back to England, but later he 
eloped with his bride and returned 
to the U.S., settling in Hagerstown, 
Mad. As Indian hostilities grew in the 
Ohio valley, he joined the American 
army and served in the camp of St. 
Clair on his disastrous campaign 
against Little Turtle. Whistler was 
badly wounded in the fight, but he 
recovered in time to serve with An- 
thony Wayne in the successful cam- 
paigns against the Miamis in 1794. 

In 1800, Whistler’s wife, Ann 
Bishop, gave birth to the patrioti- 
cally named George Washington 
Whistler. This child eventually went 
to West Point and grew to be one of 
the world’s foremost railroad build- 
ing engineers. He ended his career as 
the Czar’s builder for one of Russia’s 
first major railroads, from St. Pe- 
tersburg to Moscow. He died of chol- 
era in 1849 in St. Petersburg. 

His son, James McNeill Whistler, 
also went to West Point but he 
showed little aptitude for the mili- 
tary and was dismissed from the aca- 
demy after three years. He then 
served with the U.S. Coast Survey, 
but was dismissed from that group 
also, because he constantly drew pic- 
tures and caricatures in the margins 
of his maps and charts. 

He then turned his attention to 
art, and by 1903, was an internation- 
ally recognized painter. His best 
known work, of course, was the por- 
trait of his mother, Anna McNeill.

Both were new to 
me. Both were a revelation. Both now also re- 
mind me to never, ever, fail to chat with restau- 
rant personnel and pay particular attention 
when, in the course of speaking, they acquire a 
kind of messianic glow. These are the people I 
trust to alert me to local specialties. 


I chose my own hotels in Victoria, British Co- 
lumbia (for business reasons I sampled three), 
and was particularly pleased with one called The 
Embassy Motor Inn. It’s been my experience the 
personnel of a well-run hotel are not at all put off 
by a request to view a room. At the Embassy they 
were positively gracious — indicating to me they 
knew they had something I’d be pleased with. At 
roughly $50 U.S. for two this year ($36 until May 
15) for a fresh, thoroughly comfortable room in 
the newest and priciest wing, I believe they still 
do. 


One of my favorite receipts is for an aston- 
ishingly low bill from a rental car company. It’s 
from Florida, of course, where the competition is 
always interesting. This rate, though, will, I hope, 
remind me for a long time to come that in travel 
today, prices are anything but static. Even afte 
you’ve signed up for something, it can be more 
than worth your while to inquire at the last min 
ute about changes. I halved my costs because of 
the latest car wars, and didn’t mind that a bit. 

I wish I could do the same with my tax bill.

Congratulations, Fort Wayne, you've done 

it again. 

Deep civic pride and determination to 
pull our community out of the economic 
recession have resulted in a successful 
year of job creation in 1983. 

Efforts by the City of Fort Wayne, 
Allen County, the State of Indiana, Indi- 
ana Northeast Development, and the 
Chamber of Commerce have dramatically 
exceeded the projected goal of 250 new 
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reulted in locating 30 new companies 
which will employ an estimated 1,260- 


people. In addition, 59 business expan- 
sions announced in 1983 will result in an 
estimated 1,855 additional jobs during the 
next five years. The new companies and 
business expansions in 1983 account for 
an aggregate total of 3,115 new jobs for 
the greater Fort Wayne area. 

Efforts to promote’ Fort Wayne have 
given the city a higher profile across the 


nation than we have ever had before. We 


received 195 inquiries about Fort Wayne's 
quality of life and business opportunities 
in 1983, compared with only 48 inquiries 
in 1982 -- four times as many individuals 
or companies interested in Fort Wayne 
and four times the potential for new jobs 
in the future. 

Response to the Campaign for Greater 
Fort Wayne is proof of the community's 
dedication to a future of economic pros- 
perity. The Campaign for Greater Fort 
Wayne set an initial goal of $6.3 million 


in October, 1982, hoping to raise that 


amount within a year’s time. 

But an outpouring of community sup- 
port met the goal in June, 1983. The goal 
was subsequently raised to $9.9 million 
and the campaign was extended to March 
31, 1984. 

Pledges to date have reached $8.5 mil- 
lion on the way to tangible and intangible

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Albert, took over the business and made it a 
model of management-labor relations in the 
early 20th century. 

The name of the company had been changed 
to the Packard Organ Co. in 1899, and, after 
abandoning the faltering organ business, became 
the Packard Piano Co. in 1915. A productive and 
prideful company, it even gave its skills in wood- 
working to the war effort in 1918 by making pro- 
pellors for U.S. Army warplanes.

_it was done,” Foster remembered, “it was 
like the boy who was to wear it, ‘fearfully 
: and wonderfully made. ”” A small factory 
was begun.

three thicknesses of cloth at a time.” His 
brother, David, walked in on Sam hacking 
away with his jackknife and exclaimed 
with no little disgust, “Well, that’s great 
work for a Yale graduate to be at,” and 
with a flourish marched out the door. : 

‘All this effort paid off, however, as the 
salesmen were able to take numerous or- 
ders for the popular shirt. But it became 
clear one size in particular, that for older 
(aged 14) boys, sold more than the rest. A 
little research soon showed these were be- 
ing bought by women who would wear 
them to play tennis, ride bikes, play cro- 
quet or go on picnics. 

Foster took the hint and began to pro- 
duce the shirtwaist especially for the fe-

War Il, East Columbia deteriorated, becoming 
the scene of parking lots, abandoned shops, 
warehouses, and a few small, sometimes rowdy, 
taverns. 


The rich historical background of Columbia 
Street was first preserved.in the conservation 
project that created “The Landing,” at the end of 
West Columbia. Today, this is the only physical 
remnant of Columbia Street as it appeared a cen- 
tury ago in the 1880s. 


The developers of Freimann Square, how- 
ever, also sought to give a nod to the history of 
the area, as well as to the character of the park as 
a central downtown site, by moving the eques- 
trian statue of General Anthony Wayne to the 
southwest corner of the Square. 

The Wayne statue was originally erected in 
1916 in the old Hayden Park on a great concrete 
pedestal across from Harmar School, facing 
Maumee Avenue. But agitation for a monument 
to Anthony Wayne had begun as early as 1889. 
The County Commissioners at last levied a spe- 
cial tax in 1894 to raise money for the project, 
and the statue design was made the subject of a 
national contest. The choices finally were nar- 
rowed to the proposals of seulptors Charles J. 
Mulligan and George E. Ganiere, both of Chi- 
cago. The monument commission, led by J. Ross 
McCulloch, chose the design by Mulligan, but his 
sudden death forced the commission to accept 
the proposal by Ganiere, who was paid $15,000 
for the work. 


Because the location of the monument was at 
such a distance from the center of town, the 
statue remained controversial for more than half 
a century until 1973 when it was moved to Frei- 
mann Square.

3 share a stately house 
none could afford alone

Separately, none of them would have the 
means — or the need — to live in their beau- 
tiful, 3,000-square-foot, 72-year-old house in 
Fort Wayne’s stately West Central neighbor- 
hood. 

But Charlie Hall and Hank and John 
Freistroffer, like thousands of other single 
Americans, have decided they’d rather share 
a house — and the expenses — than live 
alone. 

Hank Freistroffer, 33, co-owner of Bandi- 
do’s restaurants, is the sole owner of the 
trio’s 1420 Swinney Court residence. His 26- 
year-old brother, John, is co-owner of Hen- 
ry’s restaurant on Main Street. And Charlie 
Hall, 43, is part-owner of Austin County Res- 


taurant. But the three men have more than. 
their professions in common. They all like . 


sports — and each other. 
“There’s no way we could have planned to 


“ be so much alike,” said Hall. Those similari- 


ties have made the four years they’ve been 
living together nearly fight-free. 

“We don’t really have any rules. We’re all 
reasonable people,” said Hall. “Maybe we do 
have some unwritten understandings. We 
don’t date each other’s women, anything in 
the refrigerat.r is fair game, and we don’t 


play our stereo: real loud when somebody is 


trying to sleep. 

“But we don’t keep score of who does 
what around here. That’s what spoils it for a 
lot of roommates.” 

Although the house is big enough to offer 
each man plenty of privacy, privacy at the

Freistroffer-Hall house wouldn’t be a prob- 
lem anyway. Because of their jobs, the three 
men are seldom home at once. 

“TI don’t think the three of us sat down for 
a meal together all year,” said Hank. And 
they seldom socialize outside the home, ei- 
ther — but Hall said that’s not important. 

“I know I have a nucleus here. I know I 
could call home — and this is my home — 
and I could get help and moral support.” 

Although the three say no family-type 
roles have emerged, some trends have devel- 
oped: Hall hires the weekly cleaning woman, 
Hank tends to the lawn and John shovels the 
snow in the winter. Each usually cooks and 
buys groceries for himself. 

And the difference in their ages hasn’t 
been a problem, either. Hank said it has ac- 
tually strengthened their friendship by ex- 
posing them to people of different age groups 
who share their interests. 

All three say they have no plans to change 
their living style. “I haven’t put any time 
limit on it,” Hall said. “It’s working, and it’s 
convenient.” 

“And we haven’t stagnated like you get in 
some marriages,” added Hank. 

The Chicago office of the Bureau of the 
Census estimates that of the 289,453 house- 
holds in Allen County, about 7,500 are occu- 
pied by non-relatives.
